today on his way to the United States, 
sailing Friday on the Hamburg for. 
New York where he said he intends 
to confer with official* of the National 
City Hank regarding the commercial 
possibilities of a north Atlantic Zeppe­ 
lin aervice. 
Reticent on hi* hurried trip to the 
United State*, where he said he also 
intended to visit Akron, Ohio, to “talk 
shop” with the 
Goodyear 
Zeppelin 
Company, Dr. Eckener divulged for 
the first time his plans for the pro­ 
poned trip in May in 
the 
dirigible 
Graf Zeppelin to South America, the 
United State* and return. 
The exact date of our departure,” 
Dr. Eckener said, "depends upon word 
from Pernambuco which we must re­ 
ceive at Friedrlchshafen IO days be­ 
fore the start so we can assembl* th* 
passengers and mail. 
'We plan to undertake a few trial 
flights to south Germany and Switser- 
land, beginning in April, but no long 
cruises before the 
South 
American 
Hight. 
* "The project to explore the Amason 
by air has been abandoned. We found 
it would require too much fuel. This 
must be left to a future expedition.” 
The eminent pilot said a Spanish 
newspaper 
probably 
would 
charter 
the ship for the South American flight. 
The 
world-girdling 
Graf 
Zeppelin's 
second 
long 
distance 
trans-oceanlc 
cruise will include a call at Pernam­ 
buco, Brazil, and possibly at Rte De 
Janeiro, he said. The air liner thence 
will proceed to Lakehurst via Jamaica, 
Haiti and Havana. 
From Lakehurst, 
Dr. Eckener said, the route lies back 
to Seville, whence the flight officially 
will start if present negotiations are 
successful, and so to its base at Fritd- 
rlchshafen.

men will he Captains Ernest Lehmann, 
Hans Fleming and Hans Von Schiller.

W ashington, March ll. — The love 
th a t a nation bore for W illiam How 
ard Taft was symbolized today in a 
touching final tribute by thousands of 
citizens of the capital who stood, sil 
ently, in a drenching spring rain as 
the final honors of the state were 
paid to the departed chieftain. 
For two hours, those of high and 
low degree who had waited in the 
rain filed through the rotunda of the 
capital 
past 
the 
catafalque 
upon 
w hich other presidents lay in state in 
death — Lincoln, Garfield, McKinley 
and Harding. It was estim ated that 
8,000 persons passed by for a final 
look at the m an who was beloved by 
so m any for his genial good nature. 
President and Mrs. Hoover left the 
W hite House for All Souls U nitarian 
church at 1:25. 
They were accom­ 
panied by Secretaries 
Akerson 
and 
Newton and other m em bers of 
the 
W hite House staff, including Rudolph 
Forester who served under Mr. Taft 
Mrs. T aft and other mem bers of the 
fancily m et the caisson a t the church 
They had remained 
their 
home 
while the body lay in state at the 
capitol. 
O ther thousands lined the streets of 
the capital through which the brilliant 
funeral cortege moved to All Souls 
U nitarian church for the simple fun­ 
eral ceremony which the form er presi 
m ent had ordered. 
The funeral ser­ 
vice at the church preceded the burial 
on a grassy slope in Arlington N a­ 
tional cem etery overlooking the capi­ 
tol. 
The funeral procession reached the 
church a t 1:45 alm ost simultaneously 
w ith the arrival of President and Mrs. 
Hoover. The church bells began toll­ 
ing and the m arine band played softly 
“Lead Kindly Light,” a favorite hymn 
of the chief justice, as the m ilitary 
pall-bearers lifted the coffin from the 
caisson and carried it inside. 
President and Mrs. Hoover occupied 
the first pew on the right of the pul­ 
pit. 
Mrs. T aft and Mrs. Helen Taft 
M anning, heavily veiled, arrived at 
the church at 1:50 P. M. 
They were 
escorted to the front pew opposite Mr. 
Hoover on the arm s of Mrs. T aft’s 
sons, Robert A. and Charles P. 
The congregation was standing as 
the casket was carried to its resting 
place by the altar. 
A fter the service, the procession left 
the church for 
Arlington 
cemetery, 
augm ented by 120 autom obiles carry­ 
ing President and Mrs. Hoover, cabi­ 
net members, the suprem e court, dip­ 
lom ats and other officials. 
The body of the 
dead 
statesm an 
was taken from the capitol as the 
arm y band waiting below played “On­ 
w ard Christian Soldiers.” A hush fell 
upon the large crowd w aiting in the 
rain-swept plaza. 
Many of them had 
been unable to get into the rotunda. 
Then the array of soldiers, sailors 
and marines, led by the arm y hand, 
moved slowly across the plaza and 
down Capitol Hill, in their m idst the 
caisson bearing the body of the for­ 
m er president. 
The rain beat down, 
mercilessly, 
throw ing a pall over the funeral cor 
tege. Uniforms of the large m ilitary 
escort were drab with rain. 
Flags 
and colors hung limply to their stand­ 
ards. 
A negro was the last to look upon 
the face of the dead statesm an at the 
capitol. He was at the end of the 
long line which had included many 
senators and representatives. 
W hite 
and black, young and old were ming­ 
led in the solemn procession past the 
catafalque. A big policeman stationed 
a t the casket lifted up little children 
to see the dead ex-president. 
One woman, Miss Alice Finney, suf­ 
fered a broken leg in the crush of the 
crowd in the plaza as the body was 
brought down the capitol steps. 
She 
fell from the side of a w ater fountain 
on the plaza and was sent to a hospi­ 
tal after being given emergency treat­ 
m ent at a Red Croes station nearby. 
The funeral procession which moved 
from the capitol to the 
church 
was 
much larger than that which bad ef­ 
fort ed the body to the capitol three 
hours earlier. It was composed of a 
battalion of infantry, a battalion

3 COURSES APPEAR TO BE OPEN 
TO THE CHIEF EXECUTIVE 
OF NATION

W ashington, March ll.—A m ajor po­ 
litical problem far-reaching in possi­ 
bilities confronts President Hoover in 
selection of a successor to the late 
Supreme Court Justice Edw ard Terry 
Sanford of Tennessee. 
Three courses are open to him. He 
may choose a so-called farm bloc lib­ 
eral like Judge William S. Kenyon of 
Iowa, and thus appease the western 
senators who staged the recent dem­ 
onstration 
against 
the 
nam ing 
of 
Charles E. Hughes of New York as 
chief justice. 
He m ay decide to 
m aintain 
the 
economic complexion of tljie Supreme 
court by nam ing to the Conservative 
Sanford’s place an outstanding 
cor* 
poration attorney such as 
John 
W. 
Davis, defeated dem ocratic presiden­ 
tial candidate of 1924, arid thus per­ 
haps encounter another belligerent re­ 
sistance from the western group w ith­ 
in his own party. 
Or he m ay stick to a middle course, 
choosing any of the num ber of prom ­ 
inent jurists and attorneys who are 
being mentioned, but who are not so 
closely allied with either of the oppos 
ing camps as represented by Kenyon 
or Davis. 
There is no one in 
authority 
in 
W ashington 
outside 
of 
the 
W hite 
House who professes to have a definite 
idea w hat course the president will 
choose. 
If Kenyon is named, there is every 
reason to believe he would be con­ 
firmed by the senate in five m inutes 
because there are many still in that 
body who worked with Kenyon when 
he was an Iowa senator. 
Should Davis be chosen there is a 
possibility of considerable senate de­ 
bate of a character like the recent 
Hughes 
debate. 
His 
confirmation, 
however, is regarded as a foregone 
conclusion because he is a dem ocrat 
and therefore would command 
wide 
support in the minority as well as in 
the m ajority ranks. 
If any of the 
other 
prom inently 
mentioned candidates, such as Judge 
Parker of North Carolina, Owen Rob­ 
erts of Philadelphia, or retiring Chief 
Justice Van Moschzisker of the Penn­ 
sylvania supreme court, should get 
the appointm ent, the senate judiciary 
committee probably will scrutinize his 
record closely to develop his views on 
property rights. 
There is another element 
in 
the 
situation created by the fact that the 
farm bloc now has no representative 
on the court. 
The dissenting wing of the court 
has been composed of Justices Holmes, 
Stone and Brandeis. If a man of their 
views should get the appointm ent the 
majority of the court would be n ar­ 
rowed from 6 to 3, to 5 to 4.

St. Paul, March ll.—UUD—Governor 
Theodore Christianson today filed his 
candidacy for the republican nom ina­ 
tion for United States senator. 
In filing his candidacy with Mike 
Holm, secretary of state, the governor 
said he would be “a candidate of all 
the people, not of any group or fac­ 
tion, and sell his own goods with no 
attention to his com petitors.” He said 
his candidacy was inspired by interest 
in the public welfare rather than by 
personal ambition. 
Governor 
Christianson 
announced 
several m onths ago th at he would not 
be a candidate for re-election. Several 
other prospective candidates 
in 
the 
state election this year had awaited 
his announcem ent of seeking the sen­ 
ate before m aking public their own 
political plans. 
The governor enters the contest for 
the seat now occupied by Senator 
Thomas D. Schall, who may be a can­ 
didate for re-election 
although 
his 
plans yet have not been announced. 
In a statem ent issued today, 
the 
governor said: 
“In filing for the republican nom ina­ 
tion for United States senator, I sub­ 
m it my case to the general body of 
the electorate, as a candidate of all 
the people, not of any group or fac­ 
tion. I shall have no affiliations or al­ 
liances with any other candidate or 
candidates and shall write my own 
platform . 
In this campaign, as in 
every other which I have conducted, I 
shall ‘sell my own goods and pay no 
attention to com petitors.’ I shall dis­ 
cuss principles, not personalities. 
“My views on national issues are 
well known to the people of the state. 
They have been expressed in public 
addresses and in newspaper and m agal 
zine articles during the past year. I 
shall elaborate on them from time to 
tim e during the campaign. 
“This statem ent necessarily has em­ 
phasized the first personal pronoun. It 
will be used more sparingly hereafter. 
It is not personal am bitions and in­ 
terests th at count, but the public in­ 
terest. 
I shall be thankful for the 
votes of those who think that I can

SAILS FOR THE U.S. 
FOR CONFERENCE 


REGARDING COMMERCIAL POSSI­ 
BILITIES OF DIRIGIBLE 
SERVICE 


IN MAY THE GRAF ZEPPELIN 
WILL GO TO SOUTH AMERICA, 
U. S. AND RETURN

Berlin, March ll.—Dr. Hugo Ecke- 
ner, famous Zeppelin expert, was here 
today on his way to the United States, 
sailing Friday on the Hamburg for* 
New York where he said he intends 
to confer with officials of the National 
City Bank regarding the commercial 
possibilities of a north Atlantic Zeppe­ 
lin service. 
Reticent on his hurried trip to the 
United States, where he said he also 
intended to visit Akron, Ohio, to “talk 
shop” with the 
Goodyear 
Zeppelin 
Company, Dr. Eckener divulged for 
the first time his plans for the pro­ 
posed trip in May in 
the 
dirigible 
Graf Zeppelin to 8outh America, the 
United States and return. 
The exact date of our departure,” 
Dr. Eckener said, “depends upon word 
from Pernambuco which we must re­ 
ceive at Friedrichshafen IO days be­ 
fore the start so we can assemble the 
passengers and mail. 
“We plan to undertake a few trial 
flights to south Germany and Switzer­ 
land, beginning in April, but no long 
cruises before the 
South 
American 
flight. 
The project to explore the Amazon 
by air has been abandoned. We found 
It would require too much fuel. This 
must he left to a future expedition.” 
The eminent pilot said a Spanish 
newspaper 
probably 
would charter 
the ship for the South American flight. 
The 
world-girdling 
Graf Zeppelin’s 
second 
long 
distance 
trans-oceanic 
cruise will include a call at Pern#p|- 
buco, Brasil, and possibly at Rio De 
Janeiro, he said. The air liner thence 
will proceed to Lakehurst via Jamaica, 
Haiti and Havana. From Lakthttfftt, 
Dr. Eckener said, the route lies haole 
to Seville, whence the flight officially 
will start if present negotiations are 
successful, and so to its base at Fried­ 
richshafen.

shall 
assume command, - with 
three captains assisting me. 
The*e 
men will be Captains Ernest Lehmahlt, 
Hans Fleming and Hans Von Schiller. 
A crew of 40 will handle the ehip In 
three shifts.

A FORMAL statement regarding plans for a unification of the 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern railroads, which would ex 
elude the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy railroad, now jointly 
controlled by the two lines, has been promised for this week. 
The promise was made after a meeting of officers and coun­ 
sel for the Northern Pacific and Great Northern in the offices of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. yesterday. 
Ralph Budd, president of the Great Northern, said that ofii 
eials were giving “serious consideration” to two conditions out­ 
lined for the merger by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
They call for divorce of the Burlington anet a statement ol policy 
on unified terminal operation. 
Two other conditions laid down 
by the commission, namely, the acquisition of short lines and the 
granting of certain trackage rights to the Chicago, Milwaukee, St. 
Paul & Pacific, had been met in the merger plan submitted to the 
commission, Budd said. 
In every merger planned, industrial, railway, banking, etc., 
one wonders which group will hold the balance of power.

G. B oth 
when he com pared dairying s predica­ 
ment w ith th a t of a group of school 
boys on th eir w ay hom e from a n atu re 
tired th a t they thought they couldn’t 
study trip. 
T he boys hgd become so 
walk an other step.
